





Value of southern construction con- 
tracts in the first six months of this 
year is $1,782,682,000, or about 
twenty-five per cent more than the 
figure for the comparable months of 
last year and, in fact, the peak for 
the period since World War Il. 


Four of the five categories into 
which construction is divided show 
increases. The $618,324,000 for pri- 
vate work is up forty per cent; engi- 
neering construction, total $268,304,- 
000, is up thirty-eight per cent. 


Highway and bridge contracts, a- 
mounting to $292,797,000 for the six 
months, represent a rise of thirty- 
nine per cent. Industrial building, 
with its $271,823,000 aggregate, is 
up about two per cent. The public 
building total is $331,434,000, a de- 
crease. 


The $422,139,000 total for southern 
contracts in June is twenty-five per 
cent above that for the preceding 
month and fifty-one per cent larger 
than the sixth month of last year.

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No Reason for Delay 


At the present time many people seem to fear large highway con- 
struction expenditures on the grounds that we are in a period of inflation. 
Let's wait a while, they say, and then we will not have to spend so much of 
our money for an expanded highway program. 


Such people should be made aware of some figures cited by H. E. 
Foreman, managing director of the Associated General Contractors of 
America, in testimony recently given to the Senate Public Works Com- 


mittee. 


Using the accepted yardstick for national price trends, the wholesale 
commodity price index compiled by the Bureau of Labor Statistics, Fore- 
man pointed out that the composite mile cost of highway building very 
closely paralleled that index, usually being somewhat under it. For example, 
using 1926 as a base figure, the 1939 commodity index had a general aver- 
age of 77.1, and the 1949 figure was 155.0. With the 1925-1929 period as 
a base, the 1939 composite mile cost index was 72.6, and in 1949 it was 


152.7. 


Thus, far from being an overly-inflated section of the economy, high- 
way costs are actually behind the national price structure. This, stripped 
of statistical jargon, simply means that highway construction is a sound 
community investment right now; your dollar goes a little farther there 


than it would in most places. 


If we are headed for war, highways are essential to defense. If we 
achieve peace, highways are essential to an expanding economy. Today's 


highway dollar is well spent; people must be made to realize this.
